He continues to be active with the Loyola 
Alumni Association, the Loyola Club Dinner 
committee and is a strong supporter of 
Concordia Athletics.

Sports Hall of Fame 2002 inductees 


The Concordia University Department of 
Recreation and Athletics inducted three individ- 
uals and one team into the Concordia Sports 
Hall of Fame on April 25, 2002. 


Athletes: 

Garry Kallos - Concordia Bsc 80 Wrestling. One 
of the most fierce and awesome talents to repre- 
sent the Concordia University wrestling team. 
Competing in the 95-plus kilo weight class at the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union cham- 
pionships, Garry won a gold medal in 1978 and 
struck gold again in 1984. His efforts earned him 
CIAU All-Canadian status on both occasions. 


Julie Klotz - Concordia BSc 93 Skiing. One of the 
most dominant university women's skiers of her 
time. A former Olympian and Canadian slalom 
champion, she skied with incredible skill and 
poise. She represented Concordia University 
from 1990 to 1993, winning two overall Quebec 
Student Sport Federation women's titles. 


Builder: 

Peter E. Regimbald - Loyola BA73. Peter 
Regimbald's devotion to developing young men 
and the football program at the University spans 
more than 30 years. He began as an assistant 
coach with the Loyola Warriors in 1968 and 
stayed on with the Concordia Stingers. His con- 
tributions are credited with helping Concordia to 
its 1998 record-setting campaign. In 1996 Peter 
was presented with the prestigious Gino Fracas 
Award as the Volunteer Coach of the Year in 
Canadian university football. 


Team: 

1967-68 Loyola College Warriors Men's Hockey 
Team. Spirited, skilled and masterful is perhaps 
the most accurate way to describe the 1967-68 
Loyola Warriors men's hockey team. Under the 
direction of rookie head coach Dave Draper, this 
fun-loving group was the first Loyola Warrior 
hockey team to reach the national champi- 
onships - and a historic journey it was. The team 
finished the season with a 15-1 win-loss record, 
which was the best in the country, better than 38 
other schools.
